We  have  reviewed  the  proposed  condemnation  of  right  of  way  for 
alley  purposes  for  the  east  12'  of  the  west  187’  of  Lot  No.  80 
as  originally  platted  in  South  Walton  Avenue  Acres  Addition  and 
have  no  objection  to  the  condemnation  and  opening  of  this  alley 
While  the  aliey  will  be  a deadend  situation,  it  appears  that  no 
harm  will  be  done  since  the  alley  at  the  present  time  is  dead- 
ended.  W'hile  it  is  not  a desirable  situation,  the  good  that 
will  come  from  the  solution  of  the  drainage  problem  probably 
will  outweigh  the  undesirability  of  a deadend  alley. 


Also,  with  regard  to  the  proposed  vacation  of  the  crosswalk 
between  Lots  38  & 39  and  Lots  14  & 15  in  Lincoln  Court  Addition, 
we  have  the  following  comments.  It  appears  that  the  only  per- 
sons using  the  crosswalk  would  be  the  residents  who  live  on 
Lincoln  Court,  since  the  children  living  in  these  homes  would 
use  this  crosswalk  to  go  to  Franklin  School  located  west  of  this 
area  on  St.  Marys  Avenue.  As  a result  of  the  vacation  of  this 
five  foot  walkway,  these  children  living  on  Lincoln  Court  would 
have  to  go  around  the  block  to  the  north  or  to  the  south.  Since 
the  block  is  not  an  exceptionally  long  block  we  would  have  no 
objection  from  a planning  standpoint,  especially  since  the  walk- 
way is  unimproved.  However,  the  owners  of  the  lots  on  Lincoln 
Court  probably  will  object.
